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Police appeal for witnesses after suspect charged

A teenage girl was dragged from 
a Pizza Hut, stabbed and raped in 
the centre of Epsom. 

A member of staff at Pizza 
Hut in Waterloo Road, Epsom, 
challenged her attacker and was 
injured in the process, but the 
17-year-old victim was bundled 
out of the restaurant at 10.36pm 
on Friday, June 17. 

Surrey Police officers were 
called to the restaurant and 
searched the area for both the sus¬ 
pect and the victim. 

She was later found in Court 
Recreation Ground and taken to 
hospital with “serious” but “not 
life threatening” injuries, includ¬ 
ing a suspected stab wound to the 
abdomen. 

Costica Voedes, 32, of High 
Street, Epsom, was charged with 
nine offences including rape and 
kidnap. 

Epsom Guardian readers react¬ 
ed with shock to the news of the 
attack. 

Commenting on Facebook 
Melissa Breeden wrote: “Over the 
last few years I think Epsom has 
gone so downhill. 

“I hope the young lady makes a 
speedy recovery” 

Samantha Cragg added: “This 
is awful. My thoughts are with the 
young lady and her family” 

Elaine McGee wrote: “That is 
such a shock. I have never heard 
of anything like this happening in 
Epsom. 

“I always thought it was a nice 
area.” 

Detective Inspector Nick Cham¬ 
bers, of Surrey Police, said: “This 
was clearly a very serious incident 
where a young woman has been 
subjected to an horrific ordeal and 
we are in the process of carrying 
out a thorough and detailed in¬ 
vestigation to establish what hap¬ 
pened. 

“Epsom on Friday night is a

busy place so I’m sure passers-by 
and motorists must have seen this 
incident unfolding. 

“A member of staff at Pizza 
Hut tried to intervene when the 
man entered the restaurant and 
suffered injuries to his arm as a 
result, but fortunately his injuries 
are not believed to be serious. 

“We are working closely with 


our safer neighbourhood team 
colleagues and we will have an in¬ 
creased high visibility presence in 
the area over the coming days to 
reassure and update Epsom resi¬ 
dents and business owners.” 

Mr Voedes appeared at South 
East Surrey Magistrates’ Court 
in Redhill on Monday, June 20, but 
did not indicate a plea. 


He will next appear at Guildford 
Crown Court on Thursday, July 
21 .

Neighbours’ anger at proposed 
development’s effects on wildlife

PLANS to build a quartet of homes 
on green space has provoked fury 
among neighbours who claim wild¬ 
life such as badgers and bats will be 
displaced. 

Campaigners from about 50 house¬ 
holds in or near Links Road, Epsom, 
have vowed to fight the application 
for four houses to be built on a clear¬ 
ing in the centre of a residential area. 

They believe the development 
would destroy a habitat for badgers 
and birds and mature trees, impinge 
on their right to privacy, cause dis¬ 
turbance during construction, result 
in a loss of valued green space, and 
put strain on local schools and hos¬ 
pitals. 

The group, called ‘Save Links 
Road’ also allege the land owner, 
Keith Madders, previously felled ma-

ture trees in the green space in 2007. 

Mr Madders denies any wrongdo¬ 
ing and maintains the campaigners 
would also sell the land for develop¬ 
ment if they were in his position. 

Jasper Ehrhardt, 43, from Save 
Links Road has lived in Links Road 
for three years. He said: “They went 
in overnight and stole the woodland. 
It has really raised anger in the 
neighbourhood and united everyone 
because it is such an injustice.” 

Keith Madders, who now lives in 
Hove, said reports carried out into 
previous applications for the site 
supported his claim. 

An ecology report is yet to be 
carried out for the most recent ap¬ 
plication, but a biodiversity survey 
carried out in the area in 2014 for an 
application that was ultimately with¬ 
drawn found no negative impact on 
local wildlife. 

Mr Madders said: “It is absolutely 
untruthful to say there was any il¬ 
legal cutting. I left the property full 
of beautiful mature 
trees because they 
add something to the 
neighbourhood. There 
were no bats there nor 
were there badgers. If 
there were, we would 
see them.” 

Catriona Head, 57, 
a retired nurse said 
she “did not oppose” 
the application, and 
described her neigh¬ 
bours’ reaction as a 
“storm in a teacup”. 
She said: “I’ve never

seen a badger there in 26 years here.” 

Mr Ehrhardt from the Save Links 
Road group sympathised with the 
need for houses to be built in the bor¬ 
ough, but felt there were other, more 
appropriate, sites available. 

He added: “We understand the 
council is under pressure to build 
more houses, but it is not needed 
here. It is too many houses for this 


space. There is an abundance of 
housing space nearby, and to build 
here would add pressure on schools 
and hospitals. We trust that the coun¬ 
cil will listen to common sense.” 

To view the application, set to be 
discussed at a planning committee 
on July 21 search 16/00213/FUL at 
Epsom and Ewell Borough Council’s 
planning portal.

A Metropolitan Police spokes¬ 
man said the force received re¬ 
ports of a “lorry-load” of news¬ 
papers dumped along the street 
this morning.

A 92-YEAR-OLD Chessington 
great-grandfather has become a 
French Knight after being awarded 
the country’s highest military hon¬ 
our. 

Arthur Burt, of Compton Cres¬ 
cent, was given the Legion d’Hon¬ 
neur because of his bravery at the 
Normandy landings during the Sec¬ 
ond World War. 

Mr Burt was 18 years old when he 
was conscripted and joined the Roy¬ 
al Artillery. 

On June 6, 1944, at just 21, he 
found himself storming the beaches 
in northern France as part of unit 
in charge of heavy guns. 

He said: “I watched the shelling 
from the boat. I was on an American 
ship at the time because the equip¬ 
ment we had was so big and towing 
six tonnes of ammunition. 

“A boat in front of me was hit and 
completely blown to dust. It was 
dust and everyone on it was dust. It 
was consuming, scary 

“The Germans had put mines on 
top of each other [leading up to the 
beach]. We got the message we wer¬ 
en’t welcome.” 

When Mr Burt reached the beach, 
the operation was not the swift vic¬ 
tory that many had been led to be¬ 
lieve it would be. 

He said: “We didn’t move out of 
the beach for five weeks. It was hell 
there. Many gave their lives and 


most gave up their youth on those 
beaches.” 

Mr Burt left the army in 1946, a 
year after the armistice. 

He said: “My regiment was creat¬ 
ed for the war so it was disbanded. 
I had to wait in Germany for more 
than a year before I could go home 
though. 

“After the war I became a shop 
fitter and then a contracts officer. 
An old soldier never retires and I 
worked with my tools until I was 
85.” 

Mr Burt was awarded the Cheva¬ 
lier (Knight) degree of the order at 


a ceremony at the French embassy 
in Knightsbridge on May 27, joined 
by his daughter and son-in-law. 

In a letter to Mr Burt, Sylvie Ber- 
mann, the French ambassador to 
the United Kingdom, wrote: “As we 
contemplate this Europe of peace, 
we must never forget the heroes 
like you, who came from Britain 
and the Commonwealth to begin 
the liberation of Europe by liberat¬ 
ing France. 

“We owe our freedom and se¬ 
curity to your dedication, be¬ 
cause you were ready to risk your 
life.”

Museum holds presentation 
to honour Battle of Somme

DIGGERS have destroyed a flag¬ 
ship education centre of a Sur¬ 
rey wildlife organisation to make 
way for new facilities despite 
an ongoing appeal for the last 
£85,000 to fund the project. 

Work began on Surrey Wild¬ 


life Trust’s (SWT) new education 
centre in Nower Wood, Leather- 
head on Wednesday, June 15, as 
buildings dating back 45 years 
were demolished. 

The Trust plans to replace 
them with three new classrooms 
in a single-storey centre sur¬ 
rounded by 81 acres of ancient 
woodland. 

Despite a £22,540 grant from 
the Veolia Environmental Trust 


and more than £1 million in do¬ 
nations the Trust is still short 
of funds for the project. Mole 
Valley District Council granted 
planning permission for the new 
centre in February 2015. 

The council’s planning com¬ 
mittee approved the demolition 
of six existing buildings and con¬ 
struction of a new centre provid¬ 
ed wildlife is protected and disa¬ 
bled access is provided.

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No jail for 
child pics 

A MAN who downloaded 
more than 1,000 indecent im¬ 
ages of children after becom¬ 
ing obsessed aged just 14 and 
used the internet to share 
pictures of himself and a lov¬ 
er has been spared jail. 

Jack Sprenger, 21, of 
Bridgefield Close, Banstead, 
was sentenced at Guildford 
Crown Court last week for 
downloading and distribut¬ 
ing images over a six-year 
period. He was given a three- 
year community order in 
which he must attend 60 days 
at a sexual offenders’ pro¬ 
gramme, and must sign the 
sex offenders’ register for 
five years. Sprenger devel¬ 
oped an interest in sexual im¬ 
ages of young children when 
he was 14, the court heard. In 
total, he ‘made’ 1,152 indecent 
images of children on or be¬ 
fore November 11, 2015. The 
charge of ‘making’ an image 
normally refers to down¬ 
loading it onto a computer. 
Sprenger also distributed im¬ 
ages of himself and a young 
man when Sprenger was 17. 

Defending, Mr Rod Hayler, 
said within a week of his 
arrest, Sprenger had sought 
help from a sexual abuse 
charity and a therapist. 

Sprenger admitted three 
charges of making indecent 
images of children, and one 
charge of distributing such 
images at Redhill Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on May 16.

A FOUR-STOREY, 57-bed 
hotel will be built in Epsom 
town centre after the coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee 
approved plans, despite con¬ 
cerns over parking, smoking 
and drainage issues. 

The Comrades Club in The 
Parade, Epsom, will be de¬ 
molished to make way for the 
Premier Inn hotel and will be 
replaced with new club facil¬ 
ities. 

Multinational hoteliers 
Whitbread’s fresh bid for the 
site was approved by Epsom 
and Ewell Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee on 
Thursday, June 16. 

Residents and councillors 
had raised concerns over 
parking, the proximity of the 
hotel’s smoking area to the 
pavement, and drainage of 
sewage from the building. 

A spokesman for the Com¬ 
rade Club said 121 members 
had unanimously approved 
their support for the applica¬ 


tion at a group meeting as it 
would “guarantee the future 
of the club”. 

Bob Blaker, a member of 
the club’s management com¬ 
mittee, told the committee: 
“We are a vibrant communi¬ 
ty institution in Epsom and 
for many of our members the 
club is a huge part of their 
lives. Our current building 
is old and expensive to main¬ 
tain, but the new facilities 
will be clean, safe and easy to 
maintain, and will allow us to 
offer our members more ac¬ 


tivities. This development is 
the best chance of survival.” 

Ten committee members 
voted to approve Whitbread’s 
plans. Two abstained. 

Cllr Tina Mountain was 
one of two committee mem¬ 
bers - alongside Labour’s 
Vince Romagnuolo - who ab¬ 
stained from the vote. 

She said: “With (guests 
in) 57 rooms, staff, and local 
visitors to the club, where on 
earth are they going to park? 
We’re going to be desperately 
short of car parking space in 


Epsom. The smoking area is 
right by the pavement, and I 
think that is thoroughly dis¬ 
gusting.” 

She also asked: “Has an¬ 
yone checked the drainage 
system - can it cope?” 

Previous applications for 
an 82-bedroom hotel and 
77-bedroom hotel on the site, 
both also four storeys high, 
were rejected in 2009 and 2011 
respectively. 

They were rejected be¬ 
cause plans were deemed to 
be “out of keeping with the 
character and context of the 
surrounding area” due to 
“bulk, height and mass”, ac¬ 
cording to Mark Berry, head 
of planning and building 
control at the council. 

Owen Ellander, a develop¬ 
ment manager for Whitbread, 
the agent for Premier Inn, 
said: “There will be the ben¬ 
efit of new jobs, the invest¬ 
ment (the hotel) will bring to 
the area, and not least of all, 
the additional footfall it will 
bring. It is obviously incred¬ 
ibly important we engage 
with our neighbours and we 
will do that, as well as work 
alongside retailers.”

THE fiancee of a “gentle giant” 
who died in a car crash earlier 
this month is staying strong for 
their 19-month-old daughter - 
who “reminds [her] of him every 
day”. 

Kostas Giannakakis, 34, 
died after crashing his silver 
Volkswagen Passat at the round¬ 
about of Brighton Road and Bab¬ 
ylon Lane in Lower Kingswood 
in the early hours of Sunday, 
June 12 on his way home from a 
work event in Brighton. 

He leaves behind daughter 
Christine and his partner of six 
years and fiancee Celeste Swart, 
34, parents Nico and Charmaine, 
and brothers Nico and Dillon. 

His family are from Richards 
Bay, South Africa. 

They met at The Slug in Wim¬ 
bledon, six years ago. The couple 
were engaged in January 2014, 
and she became pregnant with 
their daughter Christine the fol¬ 
lowing month. They had not yet 
set a wedding date when Mr Gi¬ 
annakakis died.

A table in their house in Win¬ 
dermere Avenue, Morden, is 
brimming over with family pho¬ 
tographs and flowers delivered 
by friends and neighbours. 

Ms Swart said: “All of our 
friends and neighbours have 
been here offering condolences, 
giving me flowers and saying if I 
needed anything they were here 
for me. It’s amazing. One neigh¬ 


bour came in and said he used 
to call him ‘the gentle giant’. He 
had such a big heart and was so 
friendly to everyone. I think he 
would have been completely tak¬ 
en aback.” 

Ms Swart said that the proud 
father was devoted to Christine 
and described her as “his life”. 

She said Christine would 
drink juice from her dad’s glass 
when he was eating dinner - not 
from her own cup, or from her 
mother’s glass - kiss him good¬ 
night through the balustrade of 
her cot, and then wake him in 
the morning. 

Ms Swart said: “Every morn¬ 
ing I would hear, ‘Hello, baby 
girl. How are you?’ I think she 
looks more like him than me, 
so luckily he has left me a bit of 
himself. I’m sad that she isn’t go¬ 
ing to get to know him.” 

Ms Swart has vowed to fill the 
family’s home with pictures of 
Mr Giannakakis to let the tod¬ 
dler know who her father was. 

The funeral will be held on 
Tuesday, June 28, and his ash¬ 
es scattered in South Africa. 
Surrey Police are appealing for 
witnesses. Call 101, quoting inci¬ 
dent reference P16132483.

Beads help 
ill children 

SERIOUSLY ill young pa¬ 
tients at Epsom Hospital are 
using special beads to help 
keep track of their treatment 
and share recovery stories. 

Patients are given the 
beads to mark particular 
milestones, a specific act 
of courage or stage in their 
treatment, as well as for each 
day of treatment. 

Every child has their name 
spelled out in beads and each 
child can organise their col¬ 
lection however they like in 
order to build a story person¬ 
al to them. 

Jo Dodge, Play Specialist at 
Epsom Hospital, said: “The 
children we look after have a 
lot to contend with. Beads of 
Courage is a way of helping 
them, and others, to celebrate 
their achievements and rec¬ 
ognise every milestone they 
reach.” 

Six year-old Rhea Oke was 
diagnosed with acute lymph¬ 
oblastic leukaemia, which 
affects the lymphocytes - the 
white blood cells mostly used 
to fight viral infections - in 
December 2015. 

Mum Carley Oke said: 
“Rhea is six months into 
her treatment and has been 
tracking her progress with 
her Beads of Courage. The 
beads help us give extra en¬ 
couragement to Rhea when 
she is going through different 
treatments.”

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RACHEL DICKERSON looks at how police dogs are trained to hunt out narcotics, explosives and evidence 


Canines on prowl 
to sniff out crimes 



AT a sprawling dog training 
centre in leafy Surrey, crack 
canine cops are trained to 
tackle hardened criminals, 
sniff out narcotics, explo¬ 
sives and evidence at crime 
scenes. 

A joint force operation be¬ 
tween Surrey and Sussex Po¬ 
lice trains some of the coun¬ 
try’s most sought-after 
canines which are 
born and bred at the 
Mount Browne cen¬ 
tre in Guildford. 

The training 
school, which caters 
for more than 40 dogs, 
operates to supply initial, 
refresher and instructor 
training for the Surrey and 
Sussex Police Operational 
Dog Section, as well as other 
UK and international police 
forces. 

Dog training instructor 
PC Simon Boylett said the 
“distinguished training” at 
the school was all done in- 
house and described what 
makes a new recruit. 

He said: “What we’re 
looking for is a dog that 
is a little bit boisterous,

that’s not willing to work for 
their reward, they won’t be¬ 
come police dogs.” 

Training newly-born 
pups is set to start again for 
PC Boylett, after a litter of 
German Shepherd puppies, 
dubbed T litter, were born to 
his police dog Maggie. 

Born at the beginning of 
May, the pups are nearly 
ready to receive visitors and 
undertake their first tests. 

PC Boylett said at about 
eight weeks old, the pups 
will start their development 
training with their handlers, 
and at three months old, 
will begin using a scent pad, 
where trainers drop small 
pieces of food for the dog to 
find in a small area. 

From about six months 
old, the dogs start small 
amounts of bite work on 
protective arm-guards that 
trainers wear, moving on to 
barking and biting on com¬ 
mand. 

PC Boylett said: “Through 
their life they come back to 
do training with their han¬ 
dler for a couple of weeks 
a year. We try and keep our

litters in Surrey and Sussex 
but it sometimes depends 
on when we have the space, 
it’s all about if the dog is 
needed. We sell them to oth¬ 
er forces when they become 
adults. But if you use a stud 
dog from the Met, we’d give 
them a pick of the litter as 
payment.” 

Once fully trained, the 
dogs will go on to work with 
police forces, the Tactical 
Firearms Unit and Tactical 
Support Team, Surrey Fire 


and Rescue, and the HM 
Prison Service most days be¬ 
tween 8am and 4pm, before 
retiring at about five or six 
years old. 

If one of the puppies from 
the litter is not suited to be¬ 
come a police dog, it will be 
offered back to their initial 
puppy walker to adopt. 

PC Boylett described the 
loyalty the dogs are pre¬ 
pared to show their han¬ 
dlers, recalling the time his 
first police dog was punched 


in the head by an irate revel¬ 
ler and she bit him to defend 
her handler. 

He said: “It proves that 
when needed, they’re very 
loyal and you get a very spe¬ 
cial bond with them.” 

PC Boylett said the dogs 
are also imperative to find¬ 
ing missing people: “When 
you find them the reward is 
great, where they’ve been 
missing and you’ve saved 
their lives it’s what you 
joined up for.”

Dog troubles 

I AM getting fed up with the 
amount of unruly, untrained 
dogs who are let off their leads 
in Alexandra Park on a daily 
basis. 

As a mother of two young 
children I would really like to 
see more dog owners show some 
consideration towards other 
people in the park. 

We attend Wallace Fields 
Infant school and walk through 
Alexandra Park to and from 
school. 

On numerous occasions my 
children have been knocked 
down and intimidated by hostile 
dogs. My eldest is now terrified 
of dogs. 

On so many occasions owners 
seem to think it is acceptable 
for their dogs to jump on 
children, bark at them, even 
knock them to the ground, 
and then defend their actions 
by saying things like ‘my dog 
is only playing, is friendly or 
normally good with kids’. 

If I was to push you in the 
mud, would you think it was a 
fun game? Just because your 
dog is fine with your kids or 
children they know or are 
familiar with, doesn’t mean 
they are good around other 
children. 

It would not take much effort 
to keep dogs on leads during 
busy times. 

If you want to keep a dog, you 
should be prepared to clean up 
after them, show consideration 
to others, and please do not 
sneer and laugh when I try to 
explain that my children are 
frightened. 

Instead, try to appriciate 


how intimidating it can be for a 
young child to be surrounded by 
dogs after having been attacked. 

There are a number of kind, 
intelligent dog owners who can 
see and understand my struggle 
to take my terrified child to 
school and they are able to just 
stop for a moment and rein 
their dogs in. 

I appreciate this immensely 
as this shows how easy it can 
be to get along and avoid any 
upset. 

Unfortunately the rude, 
selfish and sometimes abusive 
kind of dog owners are now in 
majority in Alexandra Park,

Only a few who cause trouble 


I AM writing to you in response 
to the articles and correspond¬ 
ence recently published in the 
Epsom Guardian about the Der¬ 
by Festival. 

The Oaks and the Derby are 
world class races, watched by 
millions of people worldwide, 
in addition to those of us who 
are fortunate enough to go and 
watch them live. 

If you’ve not been before, why 
not come along next year? It real¬ 
ly is a great event. 

The vast majority of the tens 
of thousands who come here for 
the festival are well-behaved, but 


it is unfortunate that with any 
large gatherings such as these 
there will be a few who cause 
trouble. 

This year there has been par¬ 
ticular criticism of the behav¬ 
iour of some of the travellers 
and requests for the site not to 
be provided in future. 

I believe that, whether or not 
a site on the Downs is provided, 
many travellers will come to the 
area to be part of the Derby Fes¬ 
tival. 

If there is not a site for them 
on the Downs, where will they 
pitch their camps? 


Most likely they will pitch 
camps in several different lo¬ 
cations in this borough and the 
surrounding ones, which do not 
have provision for them. 

The management of the 
Downs is governed by an Act 
of Parliament, which allows 
the Downs Conservators to give 
permission for a temporary site 
for not less than 200 caravans for 
the Derby Festival. 

I believe this authority has 
been given every year since the 
first Act in 1936. 

As for the behaviour of some 
of the visitors to the Downs for 


the Derby Festival, I agree this 
was not as we would like. 

There will be discussions with 
all the relevant parties - includ¬ 
ing the police, racecourse staff 
and council officers - to look at 
what happened and the lessons 
learnt. 

We will looks at steps that we 
can take to minimise the distur¬ 
bance to local residents and pro¬ 
vide the opportunity for another 
excellent festival next year.

Landlords are set to receive 
additional powers to help them 
evict tenants who are found to be 
living in the UK illegally. 

The Immigration Act 2016 
received royal assent on May 
12 and will come into effect in 
the UK, possibly as soon as the 
autumn. It contains significant 
new allowances for landlords to 
act against those who fail Right to 
Rent checks. 

While full details of the act have 
yet to be published, occupiers will 
lose all their rights to remain in 
a property if they are all found 
to be in the UK illegally. Current 
legislation allows landlords to 
serve a 28-day notice to quit. 

In cases where only some of 
the people occupying a property 
do not pass the Right to Rent 
criteria, a variety of different 


eviction processes exist. One of 
these is a new mandatory ground 
for possession, which has been 
created by lawmakers and will be 
known as act 7B under a Section 
8 notice. 

Carole Charge, technical and 
compliance director at property 
specialist Leaders, says: "The 
Immigration Act 2016 contains 
substantial new powers for 
landlords and makes it easier for 
them to evict people who have no 
right to be living in the country. 

"These new measures will make 
it easier to enforce immigration 
laws and to prevent illegal 
immigrants from accessing 
housing. 

"More information and 
guidance is still to come, at which 
point we will know more about 
the precise options available to 


landlords looking to evict illegal 
occupants. We certainly support 
the new act and believe the early 
signs are that it will provide 
landlords with invaluable legal 
backing. 

"Landlords should ensure they 
keep an eye on the information 
the government will publish in the 
coming months. 

"Alternatively, using the 
services of a professional letting 
agents such as Leaders means 
landlords can relax as our in-house 
experts look after everything for 
them in line with all the latest 
legislation."

Screwed follows factory 
workers Luce and Charlene. 

O'Reilly said: "You have got 
these 30-something women who 
are carrying on in a way they did 
when they were 19, 20, 21, 25. 
They are still in that lifestyle. 

"They are binge-drinking 
alcoholics, they are thrillseekers 
and they are looking for 
immediate gratification. They 
are co-dependant and they are a 
bit of a double act. 

"They work and work is a 
big part of someone's self. 

They go out, they get smashed, 
and they turn up at work and 
think they are doing a great 
job." 

While the audience will feed 
off of the pair's fun-loving search 
of a good time, O'Reilly said 
there is something much less 
carefree and comedic underlying 
their behaviour. 

She said: "Essentially they are 
a double act and they go out and 
have a great time and hopefully 
the audience go on that journey 
with them and see the great time 
that they have. 

"They talk about all their 
sexual conquests and they are 
constantly vibing off each other. 

"I think beneath all that 
confidence and bravado there 
is a sense of self hatred. There 
are other things they are 
covering up.

EPSOM and Ewell Harrier 
Ollie Garrod is no stranger 
to long-distance races or add¬ 
ing a mix of fun into parkrun 
events. 

The 33-year-old has com¬ 
pleted three marathons and 
holds the European record 
for the fastest 5k dressed as 
Santa Claus at 16 minutes 51 
seconds. 

However, this weekend it 
all changes as Garrod and 
his old training partner Will 
Cullen, 27, will be running 
100 miles from Richmond to 
Oxford to raise money for the 
Alzheimer’s Society 

The duo have so far raised 
£2,000, and they are due to 
start at 3pm on Saturday, 
with the intention of finish¬ 
ing around 11am on Sunday 


“We chose the Alzheimer’s 
Society as funding in demen¬ 
tia is very low despite its 
massive impact on more than 
800,000 people,” Garrod said. 

“Dementia is one of the 
few diseases we could fea¬ 
sibly find a cure for, so re¬ 
search is absolutely crucial.” 

Garrod’s furthest distance 
to date is 36 miles, but he is 
no stranger to the shorter 
format having won last week¬ 
end’s 250th running of the 
Nonsuch parkrun - his 80th 
at the venue. 


However, he admits this 
weekend is going to be a com¬ 
pletely different story 

“Luckily the route is pret¬ 
ty much pancake flat and 
with plenty of scenic spots 
along the route,” he said. 

“The overnight stretch is 
going to be very hard work 
both mentally and physically. 

“At 2.30am we’re due to be 
running through Reading 
and the surrounding indus¬ 
trial estates - this will be the 
‘tough’ point.” 

He added: “Hopefully once 


the sun comes up we’ll be 
well on our way at around 
the 70-mile point with just 
over a marathon left. 

“If any well-connected peo¬ 
ple could make sure we have 
good weather, that would be 
great, and I think it’s safe to 
say Monday morning will be 
pretty painful.”
